Nancy O'Neil: "As our wellness policy states, everything is better in 
moderation. While | don't support recreational marijuana use, if someone were 
to use it for legitimate medical purposes, | support that. Moderate usage is 
always better. Research has shown that heavy use damages the body and brain 
and impairs decision making and performance." 


Medical vs. Recreational 


Medical marijuana is used for very purposeful methods to help 
ease the pain for people with some of the world's worst diseases 
for which there is no known cure. For instance, cancer patients 
may use it as it helps them gain back their appetite, making them 
stronger. AIDS patients also use marijuana as medicine; it helps 
to dull the chronic pain that they experience. Many people find 
that medical use is the only proper use for marijuana, and that 
anyone who thinks otherwise is wrong. However, many people 
create their best work when using marijuana. For example, many 
musical artists create new songs while high on marijuana. While 
it may have some downsides, marijuana can be an aid in everyday 
life for people, and it can help them see and think in a whole

Sarah Greeley: It's a drug. Marijuana is a drug like any other drug. Whether it is alcohol, Advil, prescription drugs, 
allergy medicine, an inhaler, or any other type of drug, it can do good things for your body, and it can be potentially 
devastating. | wouldn't say that weed is inherently more dangerous than these other drugs. | WOULD say that our 
culture has made made marijuana one of the most dangerous drugs for young people today, mostly because people 
don't understand HOW it creeps into a problem. Not everyone who uses has an addiction. Most people with addiction 
wouldn't agree that they are addicted. Most users, especially those who really enjoy using it, can't see how it is 
negatively effecting them or don't know what to look for. Some people will never smoke weed. Some will smoke, 
hate it, and keep trying until they acquire a taste for it. Some people will love it the first time they try it, and may 
go on to use it regularly. Although the way people use is different, the very real consequences are there. We can't. 
predict who will struggle with a love-affair with weed and who won't. The risk is very real, and insidious. Marijuana 
might make you feel relaxed, temporarily minimize the sensation of physical pain, and provide an altered state of 
consciousness. Many people enjoy this state and start to seek it for recreation or a way to distract themselves from 
life's stressors and uncomfortable feelings. Unfortunately, the use of weed never deals with the stressors or other 
uncomfortable feelings the user so eagerly leaves behind. If the uncomfortable stressor or feeling is still there when 
the user sobers up, the desire to seek that mood swing can grow. Heavy or frequent use can also create some of the 
uncomfortable feelings the user is trying to escape: anxiety, depression, irritation, apathy, and more. Marijuana can 
feel like an antidote, but it can actually be the source of the problem. 1 
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Students this year may have noticed that the cafe no longer 
sells sodas, white bread, or deep-fried foods. However, these 
new policies are not unique in our school. In fact, they are all 

part of new laws being passed state- and countrywide. 


Fighting Obesity 


One of the biggest issues in our society today 
is the fight against obesity, mainly childhood 
obesity. Toward the effort, people are 
putting forth new ideas to help not only 
people who are overweight or obese, but 
also to make changes in diet and exercise 
education that will improve all people's 
health. By eating healthily and exercising 
regularly, we can improve our own health 
and also set an example for others. If we 
make the change now, our healthy choices 
can easily be passed down through the 
generations. 


Massachusetts Nutrition Law 


The Senate passed a bill banning the sale of 
salty and sugary snacks, as well as high-calorie 
sodas, in schools. This bill also promotes the 
sales of fresh fruits and vegetables and bans 
deep fried foods. Schools are now required 
to provide information about nutrition and 
exercise. The bill encourages schools to buy 
food from local farms whenever possible. 
This law is centrally focused on what kids 
consume in comparison to their physical 
activity. The hope is that physical activity is 
the next step in the fight against childhood 
obesity.

Michelle Obama's Plan Against Obesi 


The Plan starts preferably at birth, with breast 
feeding over formula. It then continues with 
building sidewalks to promote exercise, curbing 
of media time, and finally removing deep fryers 
from school. Since launching her plan against 
obesity, the First Lady has teamed up with 
several large companies, such as Disney, 
Walgreens, and Walmart, to spread the word 
on healthy living through different media outlets 
and to make healthier food more affordable. 


What do our Wellness teachers think of the changes? 


Susan Shields: | have very mixed feelings 
about the nutrition laws and the many 
policies coming down’ from _ our 
government. They are all about the food 
and not about the physical aspect of living 
a healthy lifestyle. But | understand the 
need to cut cookies and cupcakes, 
especially from the elementary schools. 
However when you reach high school, 
students should be making choices for 
themselves, and that's what we need to 
teach; we need to give healthy options but 
ultimately let the students choose so then 
they can make the right decisions in the 
future. 


Vicky Caburian: We, as a school and a 
community, are doing the best we can ina 
less than perfect situation. What | feel is 
the most important thing is to make our 
students more aware of how to live an all 
around healthy life. While these policies 
may not be perfect, they do help. | also 
think that if we educate correctly, there is 
no need to cut all of the things we have. 
But | don't have a say in that—we base it 
off of what the government wants. LS is 
very different from other schools. 
Fortunately we are a very fit community, 
almost to a fault; because of this, many 
students feel full after eating, and go and 
buy more food. | definitely think there 
should be other options for those students 
who do sports and are always active so 
they can get the nutrients they need, but 
it's hard with the regulations brought down 
on the school. At the end of the day, 
though, | feel that these policies and 
regulations are a step in the right direction, 
and the school is doing the best they can 
with the new regulations.

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Political Debate 


The Sandy Hook shooting has brought the 
already controversial issue of gun control very 
much to the top of political debate. After this 
tragedy (and the Aurora, Colorado shooting 
this past summer), many have offered these 
events as evidence that we need to enact 
stricter gun control laws. Others believe that 
further regulations would not help. 


Tighter Control? 


Many in favor of gun control do not believe it 
is necessary to ban all guns. They support more 
extensive background checks and a limit to how 
high a weapons grade civilians should be able 
to own. These laws would hopefully help 
prevent such a horrible tragedy from occurring 
again. Some senators have thought of banning 
the use of guns completely and limiting their 
use to only militia forces. 
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The students enrolled in Sandy Hook were all 
given time to spend with their families before 
temporarily going to other schools in the area 
since their classrooms were now tainted by 
tragedy. Like many other towns across the 
nation, the LS community was struck by the 
tragedy and wanted to respond. Everyone wore 
black to school to show their grief for the events 
and took a picture to send to the Sandy Hook 
families along with notes of condolences. 


Fewer Regulations? 


Others, such as NRA members and business 
owners who make a living off their gun 
businesses, protest that such laws would only 
cause further job and money loss for more 
Americans. Some believe it is an infringement 
of their right to bear arms as listed in the 
Constitution and hold true to the opinion that 
people kill, not guns. One thing that seems to 
be a universal point on both sides of the 
argument is that people will do anything to keep 
the children of our nation safe. It's still unclear 
what our future gun policy will be, but it is 
apparent that changes need to be made.

Chris Herren was talented enough to represent each of the above teams, but his substance abuse issues 
got in the way of his success. He could have had a much longer basketball career if he had not given in 
to the pressures of drugs and alcohol. His wife and kids also suffered as a result. 


Sober since August 2008, Chris realized how much he made his family go through and the importance’ 
of staying sober to accomplish all you can in life. 


Off the court, he continues to share his story with audiences in the hopes of reaching just one person 
and making a difference in his or her life. To support this vision, Chris founded The Herren Project, a 
non-profit organization dedicated to providing assistance to families affected by addiction. He also 


launched Project Purple, a national anti-substance abuse campaign encouraging people of all ages to stand 
up to drugs and alcohol. 


Chris came to LS in December to share his story 
with the students of LS. Those who could not 
attend were able to watch the documentary about 
his life and experiences. Teachers and students of 
all ages agreed that his story struck home and 
inspired them to think more about their choices. 
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Students Against Destructive Decisions is made up of students with various opinions on 
substance use. However, regardless of how they feel, they come together with a common 
goal: to help other students be safe with the decisions they make. They brought in Chris 
Herren to speak to the LS students because they felt he was an important example for 
everyone to see and to recognize what can actually happen.
